The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to compete the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 371 (c) within the time period set in 37 C.F.R. 1.495. More 
specifically, the above-identified application is the national stage of International PCT 
Application No. PCT/EP02/12238, filed November 2, 2002, claiming priority of DE 101 55 
958,5, filed November 9, 2001, for which entry into the United States should have been 
completed by 30 months firom the priority date, i.e., by May 9, 2004. This application has 
therefore become abandoned on May 10, 2004.
